The  188th  annual  Commencement  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  will  be  held 
on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  1  and  2.  The 
speakers  will  include  Dr.  Claude  Moore 
Fuess,  Headmaster  Emeritus  of  Phillips 
Academy,  Andover,  and  Trustee  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer,  who  will  act  as  toastmaster 
at  the  annual  Commencement  Dinner  on 
Friday  night;  the  Rt.  Reverend  Norman  B. 
Nash,  Episcopal  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts;  and  Dr.  Ronald  P.  Bridges, 
President  of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions.  Dr.  Bridges, 
father  of  William  E.  Bridges  of  this  year's 
graduating  class,  was  former  moderator  of 
the  General  Council  of  Congregational 
Christian  Churches,  the  Director  of  the 
Central  Department  of  Broadcasting  and 
Films  of  the  newly-formed  National  Council 
of  the  Churches  of  Christ,  and  was  President 
of  the  Pacific  School  of  Religion. 

Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  President  of 
the  Academy's  Board  of  Trustees,  will  give 
the  graduation  address. 

Once  again  the  nearby  Episcopal  retreat, 
Adelynrood,  is  available  for  the  accom- 
modation of  guests  of  the  school  on  Thurs- 
day and  Friday  nights;  and  again  this  year 
the  annual  Commencement  Dinner  on  Fri- 
day night,  as  well  as  the  buffet  luncheon  on 
the  Mansion  House  lawn  on  Friday  noon, 
will  be  prepared  and  served  by  the  Acade- 
my's own  staff.

Shore  Children's  Aid  Society.  He  is  also 
treasurer  of  The  Community  Workshops 
and  vice-president  of  the  Industrial  School 
for  Crippled  Children.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  April  15,  the  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Glee  Club  participated  in  the 
sixth  annual  concert  of  the  New  England 
Preparatory  School  Music  Festival  Chorus 
at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  The  combined 
glee  clubs  of  several  New  England  prepara- 
tory schools  presented  Johannes  Brahms' 
German  Requiem  and  Richard  Wagner's 
Finale  from  "Die  Meistersinger  von  Nurn- 
berg."  The  Requiem,  an  oppressed  peoples' 
prayer  for  deliverance,  brought  the  chorus 
to  a  peak  of  feeling  and  expressiveness,  and 
Die  Meistersinger  provided  a  smashing 
climax  to  the  performance. 

The  chorus  of  320  voices  was  accompanied 
by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra and  conducted  by  Wilfrid  Pelletier, 
who  spent  thirty-three  years  as  conductor 
of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Company.  So- 
loists were  from  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory of  Music. 

Besides  Governor  Dummer,  the  partici- 
pating schools  were  the  Beaver  Country  Day 
School,  Dana  Hall,  Groton  School,  Milton 
Academy,  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and  the 
Walnut  Hill  School. 

The  concert  provided  a  rich  musical  ex- 
perience for  the  participants  as  well  as  for 
the  listeners,  and  stands  out  as  a  real  achieve- 
ment in  secondary-school  music.

MORE  BRIEFLY 


Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Eugene  S.  Pulk 
of  the  faculty,  a  Meteorology  Club  of  forty- 
two  members  has  been  meeting  once  a  week 
throughout  the  school  year.  At  the  meetings 
the  boys  are  learning  the  fundamentals  of 
meteorology  and  of  analyzing  weather  maps 
and  making  forecasts  from  them.  The  club 
makes  daily  readings  of  temperature,  wind, 
barometric  pressure  and  the  weather  in 
general,  and  forwards  the  information  to 
the  Weather  Bureau  in  Boston. 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Pulk,  formerly 
a  forecaster  for  American  Overseas  Airlines 
and  later  a  research  associate  and  instructor 
in  meteorology  at  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  of  Charles  N.  Hussey,  presi- 
dent of  the  club,  and  of  the  members  in 
general,  the  older  inhabitants  have  noted  no 
improvement  in  South  Byfield  winters.

EDITORIAL 

Now  that  the  Y\  inter  Term  is  over,  all 
junior  and  senior  English  students — and 
perhaps  even  the  faculty,  are  relieved.  The 
"Merc-o-grams"  are  over! 

Throughout  the  winter  months  Air.  Mer- 
cer makes  up  his  well-known  vocabulary 
tests  each  week  and  gives  them  to  the 
various  English  classes  and  the  faculty. 
These  tests  consist  of  twenty-five  words, 
twenty-four  of  which  the  student  has  not 
seen  before.  This  first  test  is  not  the  difficult 
part; — the  following  week  one  must  be  pre- 
pared for  the  previous  test  plus  a  new  one, 
the  next  week  three,  and  so  on  until  the 
Spring  Term. 

While  the  students  are  struggling  to  pass, 
the  faculty  seems  to  be  having  no  trouble  at 
all  keeping  up  with  Mr.  Mercer.  Most  of  the 
masters  and  their  wives  take  these  tests,  and 
from  their  papers  the  sparse  supply  of 
twenty-fives  appear. 

The  value  of  these  tests  is  shown  not  only 
in  studies  but  also  in  reading  for  enjoyment. 
A  good  vocabulary  adds  to  one's  interest  in 
a  book  and  aids  in  faster  reading  and  a  more 
accurate   knowledge   of  what  is  being  read. 

These  tests  should  not  be  underestimated 
by  the  student.  Many  students  have  re- 
turned from  college  and  expressed  the  value 
of  this  preparation  in  college  work.  In  the 
past  these  tests  have  successfully  prepared 
the  student  to  meet  his  vocabulary  demands. 
Furthermore,  statistics  prove  that  most  suc- 
cessful men  in  all  fields  are  the  possessors  of 
large  vocabularies.  — A.W  .B.
